Itwirr  b«f  obierved  that,  thouVh  thi  increw  wa«  ve'cy  rapjd 
f^ili  1899  to  1831,  in  the  neit  ^?ar  it  was  but  moderated  myelin

ptecedlngf  years.  This  was  owinri  no  doubt  to  ihe  dreftd  of 
cholera,  which  had  found  its  way  to^  North  America  in  the  early

statement  of  the  government  agent,  Mr.  Buchanan,.  wcro-le«s 
severely  affected  by  this  scourge  thi^  the  resident  populatiMi, 
still  It  considerably  damped  the  desir^  to  follow  close  upon  the 
track  of  so  ri^de  a  fellow-trareller.
